law.

A SENSATIONAL REPORT. 


Made by an InveBltcatlng Committee in 


North Dakota. 


BISMARCK, N. D., April 23.—The senate 


committee appointed to investigate the 
charges of corrupt means being used in the 
election of United States senators and in the 
passage of the Louisiana lottery bill has 
made a sensational report involving several 
public men and the Manitoba railway com- 
pany. Maurice N. Johnson, candidate for 
United States senator, testiOed that editor 
Kellogg of the Jamestown Alert came to 
him one day at his headquarters during the 
senatorial fight and said that he had been 
sent from the headquarters of the opposition 
with a proposition to Johnson to withdraw 
from the senatorial race, offering him a con- 
sulship at once worth as much a, the sena- 
torship. 


Would Gives Him 825,O(IO. 


"I asked him what agreement I could get," 


said Johnson, "and ho said they would give 
me a written agreement from them, and in 
addition to that would give mo a sum of 
money for myself and enough to distribute 
among my followers to make them all com- 
fortably well off, with the intimation that I 
was not required to account for how the 
distribution was made. If I cared to keep 
the whole amount they did not object. 
Afterwards, in conversation, with S. W. 
McL inghliii of Grand Forks, ho told me 
that he was at the headquarters of the op- 
position at the time and knew of the agent 
'they had sent to me and that the amount 
they had agreed on was $10. (XX) for myself 
and $1."),OGO for my followers, estimating 
thirty followers at f500 each, and he also 
said that he heard TV. E. Dodge say (Dodge 
is attorney for the Manitoba railroad) that 
tie Manitoba railroad could not afford to 
let me go to the United States senata if it 
cost the company $100,000." 


Several Bribes Accepted. 


"What inducement did Mr. Dodga give 


you to withdraw?'1 


"He gave me no inducement to withdraw. 


Ho came to my room and treated be as 
though I was to be elected." 


''Did you in any way ever accede to that 


proposition?'' 


'•No, sir, I did not. After I had < arried 


the caucus and it seemed probable that I 
would be elected, Mr. Dodge, the attorney 
for the Manitoba road, came to my room 
one morning at 4 o'clock. He said that the 
Manitoba road controlled eight votes in the 
legislature, which they could give me. I 
did not get those eight votes, and I don't 
believe the Manitoba road was able to de- 
liver them." 


A great deal of sensational testimony was 


given going to show that several members 
of the legislature had accepted from $500 
to {'2,000 each to vote for the lottery bill. 
The committee's report covers over 200 
printed pages, and is made without any rec- 
ommendation whatever. 


FIRE IN A WYOMING MINE. 


Several Mun Hudly Injured by an Explo- 


sion—Carelessness tiie Cause. 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., April 23.—No. 4 mine 


at Kock Springs, the largest and most valu- 
able coal mine owned by the Union Pacific 
railway company, was fired Thursday morn- 
ing at 1 o'clock by the carelessness of the 
Chinese miners who were cooking in No. S 
entry, near tho feel stables. A large force 
of volunteers made a determined fight to 
prevent tho fire spreading. At 9:30 in the 
morning an explosion occurred, badly burn- 
ing Dave Thomas, foreman of mine No. 1, 
Ed Evans, foreman of No. 7, Frank Hodge, 
and Alex. Dyott. Their injuries will prob- 
ably prove fatal. The cries of the mules 
imprisoned in the feed stable can be heard 
by the party working to rescue them. Ev- 
erything is being done to save the mine. It 
is the best coal property the company owns, 
and if the fire gains the mastery the mine 
must be flooded ami the loss will bo $1,000,- 
000.

MAY RECEIVE STATE BOUNTIES. 


An Important Decision Rendered by the 


Supremo Court of Michigan. 


LAKSINO, Mich., April 23. —A decision of 


the supreme court holds that Michigan has 
not done its duty by many of its veterans, 
end points out a way by which fully 2,000 
may yet receive state bounties ranging from 
»50 to $150. Tho case on which the decision 
is based is that of A. J. Smith vs. the audi- 
tor general, Smith asking for • mandamus 
to compel tho auditor general to pay over 
$100 bounty which he was promised on en- 
listing but never received. In an indirect 
way the court censures the auditor general 
for urging the statute of limitations as one 
of the grounds for refusing to pay the claim. 


The Governor Has Authority. 


During the war the legislature author- 


ized the issue of $3,000,000 in bonds to pay 
these bounties; $1,300,000 was issued, and 
after tuis sum was expended no more boun- 
ties were paid. The court holds that the 
present governor has full authority to is- 
sue the remaining $090,000 in bonds at any 
time necessary to apply in paying bounty 
claims. It is not probable that this amount 
will be required, but still the claims will 
foot up several hundred thousand dollars. 
The court holds that the bounty clnims 
must first be allowed by a board of stato 
auditors, the same as any other general 
claims, and tha governor can then issue 
bonds as fast as necessary to pay claims. 


The HcCalla Court Martini. 


NEW YORK, April 23.—The trial by court- 


martial of Commander McCalla was resumed 
Thursday morning. The log-books of the 
Enterprise were identified and the various 
entries were read. Louis Myer, seaman's 
apprentice was then sworn. Hia testimony 
was identical with that given by him before 
the court of inquiry. 8. R. Graham, acting 
quartermaster, testified that he had been 
punished without an il» pestigation. He s:ii 1 
he was given no opportunity to explain his 
supposed offence until he was called to the 
captain's cabin, after being confined for five 
days. Boatswain's mate, Ciaorge Ross, testi- 
fied that he was put iu a strait jacket over 
night for drunkenness, while tho Enterprise 
was at Lisbon, Portugal.

SECOND DAY'S SESSION AT CHICAGO. 


The Kx-Presideut ol the Northwestern 


College at NaperTllle Addresses the 
Conference on "College Secret Socle- 
ties" — Hazing 
Denounced — lllshop 


Hullt-ck Floyd Wants the Charters of 
All Secret Societies Revoked. 
CHICAGO, April 23.—Devotional 
exer- 


cises, conducted by the Rev. S. H. Swartz, 
of St. Paul's M. B. church, of Chicago, 
opened tho sacond day's session of the con- 
ference of Christians opposed to secret so- 
cieties now In progress at the First Method- 
ist church. Although the programme gave 
the Opening hour as 9 o'clock, it was fully 
half and hour later before the various date- • 
gates put in an appearance. Clerical gen- 
tlemen aro iipparjntiy in preponderance, 
and tho entire programme of exercises of 
the conf erenc.' is carried on, with but a few 
exceptions, by ministers ot the GospaL 


College Secret Societies. 


A. A. Smith, ex-president of the North- 


western college at Naperville, mode the 
opening address, "College Secret Societies" 
being his subject. My knowledge of col- 
lege secret societies is not a personal one, 
for during my liuie as a student or as a 
teacher I have never belonged to such a so- 
ciety, 
ludooi, during 
my sixty years' 


teaching I can say that I would never have 
taken a position in any educational insti- 
tution where such societies were allowed to 
exist." In its efforts tho ex-president com- 
pared tbe college secret society with the 
deadly upas tree. Tho secretive instincts 
which thesa societies so strongly develop 
moke it a hard, it not an impossible, task 
to make an honest, upright man of the 
student. 
"Secret societies embolden the 


student to stand up against the authority 
of his supariora It is a power within a 
power. It dwarfs the intellectual develop- 
ment, and it bos been truly said that an 
honest, upright life is worth a bushel of 
learning." The initiatory to college secret 
societies, known as "hazing," was soundly 
denounced, and the practice branded as be- 
longing to a barbarous age. 


Wants the Charters Revoked. 


Bishop Halleck Floyd of the United Breth- 


ren church of Dublin, Ind., compared the 
relations of the minor secret societies to tbe 
Christian church. Bishop Ployd is one of 
the prime movers in the anti-secret society 
movement, and it was owing largely to his 
labor in the creation of a popular sentiment 
opposed to secret societies that the convcn- 
t.i us of the churches and Christians have 
been made possible. His address was inter- 
esting, and during the course of his remarks 
ho demanded as duty to God and man that 
charters of all secret socfetios be revoked. 


"What la tho Duty of the Curch Concern- 


ing Secret Societies,'' an address by Prof. 
C. M. Esbjorn of Augustana college, Rock 
Island, was the last of the morning session.
